The word “express” is not needed ina telegram, being understood. 
Excepting for business on the same day, the day of week should be 
used instead of ‘‘ to-morrow,” etc. 


If desired that flowers be sent on a certain train, the leaving time 
from this town should be given. For leaving time after the hour, as 


for a train leaving at 5.10 Or 5.30 etc., merely the word ‘‘five”’ will suffice.
